and to take with them, and hold and enjoy, in 
their new homes, every description of property 
which i« recognized as such by the constitution 
of the United Stales, or the con&titulion or laws 
of any of the Smtes. 

• d. 1 hat, hs ihe Constitution of the United 
States recognizes slaves as property, by prohib* 
Uing the suppression ol the Alrican slave trade 
until after a fixed period, and by enjoining upon 
the National Legislature the duty of providing 



for the cupturw and return of fugitive slaves, oo ' 
tribunal, whether legislative, executive, or ju- • 
dicittl, which derives its existence direct! y or in '• 
directly from that instrument, has the right to j 
discriminate between slaves and other property; j 
but all of them should, in the exercise of tlieir i 
appropriate tunction.*, give to it the full benefit of 
ail constitutional sanctions aud prohibitions, | 
whether special or general, intended to protect > 
the ciiizeu in the enjoyment of the rights of 
properly. That, an the territonnl government 
established by Congress owes its existence to i 
the Coustiuuion of the United States, this do 
elaration is as clearly applicable in defining Its 
powers aud duties as to any other tribunal what 
e^ er. 

3d. That while we can find in the Constitutiou 
no oelegation of power to Congress to puss luw.s 
regulating and controling the internal or domes - 
tic affairs of the citizens of a Territory, we nev 
crtheless concede tn the general government, as 
a consequence from the power to acquire and 
hold territory, the power to frame a goveiiimeut 
lor the Territory, and to establish and sustain 
the flame over its citizen** preparatory to the ad 
niissioii as a State iiiio the confederacy; that 
the government thus esUbliahed should be suited 
to the condition and wnnts of the people of the | 
Teniiory, as nearly approaching to the Repub • 
lican principles, which character ze our happy I 
system of governmeot, as praeticable, and cal- | 
culated to afford to the citizens ample proiec- ‘ 
tion in the enjoyment of life, liberty and prop 
erty; that whenever a territorial government 
tails to accomplish these ends, or perverts its 
powers, by psitial, arbitrary or tyrannical U-gis 
lation, Congress may declare such legislation 
null and and mav, in extreme cases, change, 
unieiid, or abolish the exisiiug territorial gov - 
eiurneiit, and establish another in its stead. 

4tli. That the prime object of the General 
Government in acq'iiescinu and holding Terri- 
tory, in the formniiou of new dtates, and its 
ju^i^diction should be exercised io a manner 
conducive to that end. That it is lucou.sisteni 
wiih the confederative feature of our govern* 
meiii that a 'I'eiritory sliould be held or ruled as 
a colony; but so soon as the requisite population 
is contained within her limits and n republican 
constitiiiion, by consent of Congress, has been 
adopted by its citizens, the 'Fermory sliould be 
ndmiUed into the Union as a State, on terms of 
perfect equality with the other members of the 
cotilederacy. 

5ih. 'Ihat the Federal Government, though 
supreme within its constitulioiml sphere, is a 
governnient of limited powers, and must adhere 
Hssiricily to the delegated authority in extending 
its jurisdiction over a 'I’enitory, MS in the per 
lurmnnce of any other formation; and that in 
dealing wiih its citizens, it is bound to respect 
and fiiitlifully observe all constitutional guaran 
tee for the protection of liberty sud the rights of 
pro petty. 

Gill. That the Constitution has conferred upon 
Congress no power to legislate on the subject of 
slavery, except for the purposes heretofore indi- 
cated— ihe lesioration of Ingiiive slaves and 
ilie aboliiioii of the Atiicao slave trade after a 
fixed period. 

Therefore Congress cannot legislate slavery 
into or out of a Htaie or I’erritory, op effect tlie 
iiistifution in any manner, except as provided in 
ihe Con**iiiuiion. And that “non infrroention by 
Concern tevk tlattry in « State and Territory, or 
tn the Dutrict of Colunibia/* is ibe true doc- 
trine. 

Mr. MERIWETHER offered an amendment, 
which w >s reject* d. 

Mr. F'INN moved to alrike the foil'' wing from 
the 1st resolution, viz: 

“Nop can they justly or lawfully he deprived 
of their property, or restricied or restrained in 
the enjoyment of ihe same, by the legislation of 
any political organization whatever, until such 
time uH they themselves, by permission and con- 
sent of the Congress of the United States, Imve 
organized a State Government, and become, in 
their political capacity as a sovereign State, a 
member of the Federal Union— at w hich time, 
and not before, they may designate what shall or 
shall not be deemed and considered properly 
within the boundaries of the State thus formed." 

Several other amcndmeiiLs were offered, some 
of which were adopted, but as we will publish 
ihe reSoluiioDS io full, as amended, when adopi* 
ed, we do oot deem it necessary to publish them 
now.

is ibe duty of the UHtional legialaiure, by appro 
priaie laws, to secure this protection ugainst ail 
uiilriendly terriioiial legislation as may be ne- 
cessary to secure the same; and to this end, that 
the Federal Court*, holdcn iu the territories, 
should bo armed with power and auilioriiy, by 
appropriate remedies, to punish all felonies and 
misdcuieanors, perpetrated by wicked men, up 
on the property and rights of their neighbors and 
countrymen, slaveholders included. 

Atu-r considerable debate, and before any vote 
was taken upon the atuendtneut of Mr. BUR 
NAM,

ill cages ot uiiwarrMtiied provocation. But my 
personal rights nnd (he freedom of debite gum 
Htiteed by tlie Consiliution I shall delend wbeii 
ever they are assilted.

Letter from lion. John W. Stevenson. 

I'he following is the reply of Hon.Joliti W 
Stevenson to the members of the Legislature 
who addressed quesiiona to the several caudi 
dates for the U. H. Senate. 

It is a pretty gooil letter, but very deeply do 
we regret that .Mr. Sievtotson did not assume the 
game Htiitude last suniin**r Even this lcit>*r i.- 
iiol aU (hat we could wish. There \a a linyeriny 
limidiiyt a walking around (lie queption ot pro 
leciioii to shivery in the 'J'errtiones, ag if he 
fenred to ioy too much. In other re-^pects it is a 
first rate ieiter, nnd worthy of Col. Sitvenson 
and of the di*iricl which he represents. In all 
resjicety It is orthodox, aud if it were bolder, 
mure emphatic, and posse.*sed a little greater 
infusion ot the vitaliiing powers of an earnest, 
ardent Southern heart, we sliould like it vustiv 
better. 

Last summer was the time that tried the sgnU 
of true men in Kenturky. Governor Magoffin 
was dodging the question of pnjiection to slavt- 
property in the Tenituiii-s with an awkwardnes:* 
wiiich tendered the dlslocuth'ii of his neck alai m 
ing to all beholders. The Lexington Stalrtman 
had taken Freesoil ground, and the Frankiori 
Yeoman was in the most extraordinary agony of 
doubt as “to where it should go." And the 
peculiar friends of the Hon. John C. Breckin- 
ridge had thrown thrir influence and his in 
Uui'itce against what was oiuiiilestly ihe South 
ern attitude of the State. I he controversy was 
growing angry, and there was a strong doubt as 
which poaiiioo was to be that of the Kentuckv 
Oemociacy. In such a struggle, what would 
not a tew bold and manly words from Mr. 
Stevenson have been worths How such worda 
would have thrilled to the hearts of all true 
Southern men in the State, and with what rap 
ture they would have taken him to their heart 
of hearts, as the honest, faiihlul and unswerv 
ing represenlitivo of the State Rights party ol 
Kentucky! 

But Mr. Stevcn.son did not speak those words. 
His backbone waa weakand liia heart failed him; 
and instead of heading the ranks ol the States 
Rights paity* lie suffered his name and hia fnflu 
eiice (o be used again$t them; and even now ne 
h-is baldly been able to pick up e-ulficieiitcourage 
to boldly state his coiiviuiions in woros. 

But, thaiik God, the Slates Rights men of Ken 
lucky lou’id other nun who bad courage enough 
(o speak out liieir opini«ins. The lion. Linn 
Bo\d gullaiiily headed the column and bore ihe 
bannei of Cunsiitutiuiial and States Righis, and 
the battle was louglitand won by him; and noi£ 
there U hardly a voice to be heard against 
the position taken by him aud the States Rights 
party. 

It requires do boldness, no nerve, no daring, 
note, to speak out upon the subject, and we hope 
ills not “too late" for Mr. Stevenson to put in 
his claims as a States Rigliu m.tn, and to r^eem 
himaell in the opinion of thousands who loved 
him, who looked up to him as a leader, and were 
—disappointed. 

it pains us thus to write about Mr. Stevenaon. 
We had looked to him fur many years with an 
(ilfection und devotion only equalled by our de 
votion to Slates Rights; and wnen we looked for 
him List summer, and couldn't find Aioi, it in 
flicted upon us inexpressibie pain aud moriiflca- 
lion. 

But we do not wi^h to bo misunderstood as 
now being hostile to him. We love the man 
yet and still have some confidence in his South 
ernisru; and we look anxiously forward tp the 
day when we can again point to him and pro 
claim, wiib nil the confidence ot a loyal heart, 
there it a man! 

Fur hiA present letter we thank him from our 
heart. It is not all that we desire, but it is beitei 
tliHti we expected under the circumsiauccs. —Fa 
ducah Herald.

Slavery Question in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives. 

The report of the House committee on 
Federal Relations was made the special 
order for yesterday at ten o’clock. Quite 
an animated discussion arose upon the 
original report and the various amend- 
ments which were offered thereto. Col. 
Hodge, the chairman of the House com- 
mittee, opened the discussion at some 
length. We had not the pleasure of 
hearing him, but understand that his 
speech had evidently been prepared with 
great care, and was well delivered. The 
debate w.as continued throughout the 
whole day by Messrs. Burnam, Leech, 
Meriwether, Finn, Husbands, Rodman, 
and Wolfe. 

The principal point in the discussion 
was that which is presented in the amend- 
ment of Mr. Burnam, who represented 
the \iew.-i of the minority of the commit- 
tee on Federal Relations. That amend- 
ment is as follows: 



Resolved, That the people of Kentucky 
can, and do with justice claim, under the 
constitution of the United States, and the 
decisipns of the Supreme Court, that ef- 
fectivi protection shall be secured to the 
people of the existing territories, and such 
as may be hereafter acquired, in the en- 
joyment of their property; and that it i< 
the duly of the national legislature, by 
appropriate laws, to secure this protection 
against all unfiiendly leriitorial legisla- 
tion as may be necessary to secure the 
Same; anu to this end, that the Fed- 
eral Courts, holden in the territories, 
should be armed with power and author- 
ity, by appropiiate remedies, to punish all 
felonies and misdemeaners, perpetrated by 
wicked men, upon the property and rights 
of their neighbors and countrymen, slave 
holders included. 



in case of the failure, by a territorial leg- 
islature, to pass necessary protective stat- 
utes. Every man of sense knows that 
in the absence of the necessary protective 
laws, civil and criminal, slavery can nev-

Tn-. ritorial legislature fails to pass these laws, 
which Mr. Finn admits they are bound to 
do, he will content himself with asserting 
the abstract pouter of Congress to inter- 
fere and protect, but will not ask and dk- 
MAXD that interference and protection. — 
There is really no practical difference be- 
tween his substitute and the original re- 
port. 

We are curious to see how some Dem- 
ocrats in the Legislature will vote upon 
the Burnam amendment. The members 
from the First District have always claimed 
that they were sound upon the vital ques- 
tion. Will Hiram McElroy and his asso- 
ciates from thai section go before their 
constituents and declare that the principles 
announced in the Burnam amendment are 
not correct? Will Gen. Wm. Johnson, of 
Scott, vote against it? He was under- 
stood to occupy the same position with 
Joshua F. Bell upon that question, and 
it was because of that understanding that 
he had no opposition in his canvass for 
the Legislature. We doubt not that he 
is a bold and fearless man. Let him 
now show his manhood and his patriot- 
ism. 

We wish that the House would come to 
a vote to-day upon the original report and 
the amendments. But in that desire we 
expect to be disappointed. It is evident 
that some of the Democratic leaders will 
manage to prevent a vote until after the 
Democratic Convention. They are aw- 
fully troubled, and will wait for the plat- 
form of the Convention. Mark the pre- 
diction. 

It is high time that the dodging, Jesuiti- 
cal, wishy-washy, incomprehensible course 
inaugurated by Gov. Magoffin in his can- 
vass in reference to this question should 
be ended. The people are beginning to 
be disgusted with such conduct.
